A pcditical meeting wa.s convened at 
Philharmonic Hidl bust evening at tho 
call of Mr. DeCosmos. 'i'lio hall was 
.about two-tliirds full. .\t 8h o'cloek 
Coun. Wdson moved jNlr. Uuwen into the 
chair. iMessrs. Rithet, Earle, Uoun. Wil- 
son, T. Fell and several other gentlemen 
occupied sc!it.H on the platform. 

'I'liu chairman invited Messrs. l''ell, 
Baker, Sliake.Hpeare and Im.ioIIi, eaiidi- 
date.-i for the C'onnnon3,npi.ii the platforni. 
They were londly ciiesrcd a.s tliey came 
forward. 

iMr. DeCo.smos, who was loudly cheered 
on coming forward, said he had invited 
the electors to give them some account of 
his stewardship and also to statu lii.s in- 
.tonlions if ho should be re-elected. It 
was said that in 1S7>< lie said that that 
woidd be the htt lihn- he w(iii!d bo a can- 
didate. That was true; lii.i health was 
tlien very bad and ho did not thiidi he 
would survive to stand ajjain. Ho nuw 
enjoyed perfect health. There was an- 
other reason, (ii'eat things had been ex- 
pected from Sir .lolin Maedonald ,.is a 
menibur for N'ictdiia. He bad done 
much, but he (.Mr. DuOoamos) would imt 
be content initil the Island railway had 
been built. He felt able yet to be of 
.service to the country and hence be 
wished to go back. Ho dcined that lie 
had ever voted in parliaiuont fur severing 
the ties that bound its to the Mntlier 
Country.

He continued that Caiuula 
nmsl remain connected with (!reat I'.ri 
tain or join the I'nited .States and he (Sii- j

pondencu. He (Mr. UeCosmos) w.is op- I 
posed to iadcpundenco. becansc Canaila { 
was not in a position to work (uit a j 
nationality at the present t ime. .\iioiher i 
I objection I') him wa.s tliat he hiul l)een : 
I long eiKuigh at (.)ttawa; he li^ft tlial U' [ 
I the elector.", whom lie ii-ll he was a.s will 
I i|ualififd to represent as any other ciindi- 
j date. He claimed the credit of having 
' secured the eonatruction of tlie Port 
iMoody .section. Tlo had been t"ld he 
, hail gwt no ullice fm' himself or any I'Oe 
1 <'l.se. He did noi seek any. He had no 
■ eoiinci-tion with any i.f the oilier eaiidi 
i datu.s. Hi) .stood alone allied with no

Mr. Xel.soii tirst brought up theiiuestion of 
reciprocity with the Sandwich Islands, 
and Mr. lJunster had brought it up lust 
session. l'ut,Mr. DuCosiuos continued, 
if we asked fiu' reciprocity with tlio Sand- 
wich Islands we wonhl be asking the 
Dominion (iovernmeiit to let in tho pro- 
duct of Chinese labor duty free. The re- 
(|iiest wmild, at least, lie inconsistent. 

-Mr. iMiles We don't want a railway, 
either, if thoji' buihl it. 

.Mr. DoCosiiios thought wo should ask 
the Dominion government to encourage 
beet sugar maiiiifaetMie. He was op- 
po.sud to Poll .Moody n.s tho Mainland 
terminus, believing t/ieliiie should be ex- 
tended to Kngiisb C.iy.
